THE TIN TRADE, AND CORNISH TIN MINES. 

S1r,—The depressed condition of the tin trade is without doubt some- 
what discouraging to the adventurers in Cornish tin mines, yet I think the 

ition of the miner has been made to appear far more unfavourable than 

justify. As I cannot conceive that Capt. Teague is not acquainted 
with more than half-a-dozen tin mines in the county of Cornwall which 
are at present making profits—although your monthly list of dividends, 
published only last week, show that half that number actually paid divi- 
dends in July, whilst that for June contained the names of five tin mines 
which paid heavy dividends during that month, notwithstanding the low 
ice temporarily ruling for tin—I think the cause of the observations of 
Capt. Teague must be sought for in another direction. As cight tin mines 

id dividends in the two months, it is not unfair to put down those pay- 
a in the course of the year at 48; and surely even Capt. Teague will 
admit that there are three mines which are making profits for each one 
paying dividends, so that the profits of tin mines, on the average, leave 
nothing to complain of. In every description of mining enterprise the 
amount of profit realised depends upon the investment in such a manner 
that the losses upon one mine shall be covered by the profits of another; 
and 10002. or 20002. invested in this way, under ordinary guidance, is 
sure to yield from 12 to 15 per cent. profit, whilst there are good chances 
of higher rates. 4 

If the statements of Capt. Teague be worthy of serious consideration, 
few will dispute his assertion that “the mines do require a better price for 
their ores, or that the majority of them will fail;” and even if there be no 
grounds for half of Capt. Teague’s statements, it would still remain a fact 
that “the mines do require a better price for their ores.” All sellers re- 
= the best price they can get for whatever they have to sell, and mines 

orm no exception to the rule. But what is the position of Tincroft, and 
what may have been Capt. Teague’s motives for writing in the strain he 
has written, we have yet to learn, When tin was higher than at present, 
the Cornish party bought largely into Tincroft; not because they consi- 
dered that no other mine was likely to yield equal profits, but in order that 
they might have a sufficient majority to remove the management to Corn- 
wi This object being accomplished, it was no doubt aggravating that 
the fall in the price of tin prevented them from letting their shares slide, 
without foregoing a large proportion of their anticipated profit. 

It has been remarked by a learned writer upon the amount of reliance 
to be placed upon the earliest writers upon ecclesiastical matters, that “when 
a witness unhesitatingly asserts too much, more than ordinary caution 
should be exercised in accepting his assertions, unless they are very strongly 
supported by contemporary writers;” and I think that this caution may be 
well pn te | to Capt. Teague, when he states that at the present time 
there are not more than half-a-dozen tin mines that leave any profit to the 
adventurer; that tin ore cannot be raised from a large majority of the mines 
under from 70/. to 751. per ton; that even with these prices very little pro- 
fit would be left for the adventurer, whereas the present price is about 60/, 
per ton; and that, as business is now conducted, the miner gets nothing, 
while the smelter also complains, and yet admits that a better price could 
as well be paid for the ore, which better price the mines now absolutely 
require, What smelter admits that a better price could be paid for the ore 
without adding * provided the tin market were in a better and more pro- 
sperous state?” In discussing the position of tin mines and the tin trade, 
statements, which although just enough as orignally put forth, are so mu- 
tilated in pretended repetitions that they become positive falsehoods. 

That tin miners are at the moment receiving a low price for their ores 
I admit, but that they are in a worse position than they have been at any 
time during the last ten years, and that the prices of tin are much below 
the cost at Singapore and Penang, I deny. In this statement the word 
cost has evidently been erroneously used instead of selling price, which 
would have been correct, the obvious intention of the statement being 
merely to show that whereas the price of English tin is usually above 
Straits and Banca, it is at present from 1/, to 2/, per ton below it. In 
substituting tin ticketings for the present mode of sale, I see nothing to 
object to, nor do I think that the smelters would throw any obstacles in 
the way; but if the miners anticipate that this will ensure them a higher 
‘ for their ore, I fear they will be mistaken, J.C. B.

PATENTS FOR COAL-CUTTING MACHINERY. 


Sir,—Mr. Robert Ridley, and others, having through the Journal ex- 
patiated upon the agreement between us and the said R. Ridley, dated 
Jane 27, 1861, and its fairness and mutuality being questioned, we de- 
sire to say a few words thereupon. We give a brief history of the matter. 
Mr. R. Ridley, in conjuction with one of our servants, obtained “ pro- 
visional protection ”’ for an alleged invention for cutting coal by a machine 
to be worked by hand labour, in March, 1861, They had ineffectually 
endeavoured to induce parties with capital to join them. Both being 
labouring men, they had not the means to provide the means of the mere 
expenses of the patent. They had exhausted all their efforts to obtain 
supplies, before we had anything to do with the undertaking. Very san- 
guine expectations were held out to us as to its value and success, and we, 
unfortunately, listened to them; and not only engaged to pay all future 
costs and expenses, but also those then already incurred. We undertook 
to bear all risks of Joss, and to divide the profits, giving to R. Ridley 15 

r cent. thereof. He was also to have 15 per cent. of a patent taken out 

y Mr. Donisthorpe, and 15 per cent. of all farther patents obtained by 
any of us. We expended several hundred pounds in discovering that the 
said invention could not be worked, as no human being could supply the 
requisite power, and the result proved a total failure. Moreover, other 
claimants to the invention turned up, and our prospects were not very flat- 
tering. This was the state of things, when it was proposed to make an 
attempt to apply mechanical power in place of manual labour. That pro- 
posal was not made by either of the parties named, 

Two principles were suggested—one being the direct action, and the 
ther the pick motion, Trials of both were hurriedly made, with results 
which promised ultimate success, and a patent was applied for, embodying 
the two principles, in the names of Donisthorpe, Firth, and Ridley, at the 
sole cost and risk of the West Ardsley Company. In the profits of this 
patent R. Ridley was entitled, by the agreement, to the extent of 15 per 
cent., although it has been attended by costs and expenses of nearly 15,0000. 
to the West Ardsley Company in working out its present measure of suc- 
cess. Hundreds of persons visited our works to see its progress, and one 
gentleman purchased 10 per cent. of the profits under the agreement of the 
‘said R. Ridley for 1600/., who informed us that he “could have bought 
the whole of the patent of Ridley and Rothery for 1007,” 


| For more than two years the West Ardsley Company paid the weekly 
wages and personal expenses of the said R. Ridley, amounting to many 
| handreds of pounds, without hearing any complaints of the “‘ want of 
mutuality.” Indeed, this cry is only now got up to cloak the act of repu- 
diation of an agreement, violated in a manner, happily, not often met with 
in this country. 

When there was a prospect of our regaining some, at least, of our heavy 
outlay, R. Ridley created a ‘‘ misunderstanding;” abandoned the works 
placed under his care, took out a patent for an alleged improvement— 
which, however, we deny—so exactly similar in principle and results, that 
few persons can distinguish one machine from the other. And because 
we had agreed to employ the said R. Ridley, and did employ him, in our 
service, on very liberal wages, he has taken advantage of that circum- 
stance, in the hope of confiscating our whole outlay; so that he, who has 
alone benefited, may, if he can, destroy the outlay of those who have alone 
expended! After such experience, we prefer to lose the whole rather 
than enter upon new “agreements” with one who can so act; but we 
still hope for full redress, by the exercise of a little patience.

COAL-CUTTING MACHINE PATENTS. 


Sir,—The reason of the great disadvantage of using the trunk engine, 
which, as your correspondent “ Vindex,” in last week’s Journal proves 
is equal to the loss of half the power, can be readily explained. The sur- 
face exposed to friction is considerably greater in the trunk engine than 
in the ordinary engine, and, of course, the more friction there is in the 
engine itself the more power will be required to do a given amount of 
work, In the two engines tried the length of stroke appears to have been 
12 inches in each case, and the reason the ordinary engine has the advan- 
tage is that in it the rubbing surface of the piston-rod is very small, 
whilst the trank is, in fact, a greatly enlarged piston-rod. In the two 
engines mentioned by “ Vindex,’’ the relative friction of the piston-rod 
(or its equivalent, the trunk) would be as follows. I shall make no refer- 
ence to the difference of friction on the piston itself, because in engines of 
equal diameter of cylinder it would be equal :— 

Trank engine; diameter of trunk 5 in, x 3 to get circumference, x by

Thus it will be seen that the surface exposed to the trunk engine is, in 
the piston-rod alone, considerably more than three times as much as in 
the ordinary engine, or, taking piston-rod and piston together, would be 
about double, which would account for double the quantity of air being 
required to do the same amount of work. ‘The machine of Messrs. Rid- 
ley and Jones is a prettier one to look at, but is not, nor, from its prin- 
ciple, can it be, so economic and useful as that of the West Ardsley Com- 
pany, and even the latter machine is open to much improvement.

INTERCOMMUNICATION IN RAILWAY TRAINS, 


Srr,—Every day convinces me railway companies will not listen to any 
proposals for saving life or limbs, however simple, unless forced to do so 
by Government interference, as they know full well, now they have driven 
off the road all the old modes of conveyance, that the generality of tra- 
vellers must either go by steam or stay where they are. To say there are 
not scientific men capable of maturing plans to obviate most of the dis- 
asters railroads are liable to, is making science a nonentity; whereas, in my 
capacity of patent agent, I have had, within the last year, above a dozen 
useful applications, most of which have been submitted to various com- 
panies, but I soon found it was arule among such directors not to treat with 
any patent agents, or answer their applications; and yet I feel confident 
were Government to offer moderate rewards for the best means to prevent 
accidents, or for passengers to communicate their distress, such plans 
would soon be sent in that, if adopted, would tend to make railway tra- 
velling a pleasure rather than one of dread. The very best model sub- 
mitted to me is by a well-known engineer, and speaks for itself, and yet 
no official reply to the inventor’s proposals has been vouchsafed by any 
company yet applied to ; which apathy on the part of directors prevents 
many clever people from making beneficent discoveries known to them. 

Mr. G. F. Goble’s Alarm Signal for Railway Travellers can be made and 
fixed at less than 20s. per carriage, as it is by merely fixing flat on the 
top of each carriage a small long metal box, in which is concealed a flexi- 
ble rod, covered like a soldier’s feather, or with a red or other coloured 
flag on it, or a low circular box, holding a spiral spring, covered with red 
or what not, so that when a nob, handle, or bell-pull is jerked from any 
place inside the vehicle, the staff fles up and opens its feathers, or flag, as 
the circular spring jumps upwards (like Jack in the Box); consequently, 
when such alarms are up and visible to outsiders ; none inside can pull 
them down again. Hence in case of insult, robbery, or what not, any 
person merely drawing one of the chain-pulls causes the signal to fly up, 
80 as to be visible to the driver, guard, plate-layers, &c., when such car- 
riage can be quickly surrounded by officials before any of its inmates can 
escape. Even should the alarm be sprung by ignorance or accident, no 
harm can ensue, as no other passengers are frightened. In fact, the 
model only requires to be seen to be appreciated for its efficiency, simpli- 
city, durability, and economy.—July 25. Patent AGENT, 





ENGLAND’S MINING SCHOOL—No, III. 


Srr,—All must be aware that English mines are cropped over, and get- 
ting deep, consequently requiring practical men of science to carry them 
out. Only those who watch the earth’s natural laws can develope them 
advantageously to the nation. The instructors in the Jermyn-street School 
know no more of mining, practically, than New Zealand chiefs. The 
question I raise is this—Look at England’s supports; is not the country 
almost entirely dependent on its mineral productions—if so, are these pro- 
ductions considered worth looking after? If not, then let mining fight 
its own battle, as hitherto. It never did, and never will, receive any be- 
nefit from Jermyn-street, as now carried on. What is wanted is for the 
Prince of Wales, as Duke of Cornwall, to take an active part in it, and 
not let it be said that England, possessing the greatest mineral deposits in 
the world, is left without a useful mining school up to nearly the end of the 
19th century. We do not ask the Prince to maintain this school, as it is a na- 
tional one, but we wish much to know how many pupils there are at the 
school, who they are, and what it costs the nation to maintain this so- 
called mining school, from which the nation reaps no benefit? I do not 
object to the school, or its managers, if put on a proper footing, so as to 
make it beneficial to the nation and the working portion of the mining 
community, without which it is useless—one that might have its name changed, dis- 
carding the words Mining School, and substituting for it England’s Mineral Depository. 

Having gone thus far, I will next notice what the school should be, if worked for the 
benefit of England’s mining population, and the nation at large. First, I say, it should 
be a Scuoot FoR PracticaL Miners’ CHILDREN—many of whom might, if properly 
edvcated, come out stars, and develope Nature’s laws, in time to prevent British mining 
from retrograding for centuries. When we notice the neglect of the British public of 
the minerals deposited in Jermyn-street, we may almost doubt if the majority of the 
people of England are not inclined to think the metallic substances of England beneath 
their notice, and that they can do without them ; or it may be, on the other hand, only 
the ignorant few that neglect them, and the vast majority appreciates their intrinsic 
value, I say, let 100 youths, of known intelligence, and under 14 years of age, be se- 
lected from the mining districts, without favour or friendship, they having previously 
worked three years at underground mining; the first 50 to remain at school for twelve 
months, then to be sent back to selected mines to work for six months, and 50 others 
sent in their place, changing them every six months. When at the mine (they being 
under the surveillance of the parish clergy) they should then have what they earn for 
their maintenance, receiving nothing from the Government. They should keep up a 
monthly correspondence with the authorities of the school, they sending rough plans 
and sections of the mines they work in, accompanied by their remarks on any unusual 
events occurring in the mines: their plans should be properly got up by them when they 
return, annual prizes awarded to the deserving, and those neglecting their duty should 
be dismissed, The youths would thus have the advantage of knowing all the earth’s 
laws detected by their fathers and friends, in addition to what they might notice them- 
selves, all of which they should enter in a book, and sent to theschool, to be scrutinised 
by the teachers or leading men, and if authenticated should be made matters of record. 
After the first two years, these youths would be capable of going through a mine, totake 
notes of everything remarkable occurring there supposed to be out of the common course 
of nature. If this course were adopted, in seven years we should have a staff of first- 
class miners, when more of Nature’s laws would be developed in ten years than have 
been !aid open from the commencement of the world to this day. 

I will roughly estimate the cost of educating these 100 pupils for seven years—three 
and a half at the school, and three and a half years at work in the mines. For main- 
tenance and education when at the school, and 20/7. as a gift to each well-conducted 
one when they leave (say), 2507. each, or 25,0007. for the seven years, not quite 3600/7. 
per year as an expense to the nation, Not somuch as thestaff in Jermyn-street is now 
getting. Then, I ask, if England’s benighted sons, who have raised England to the 
meridian of glory, are not worthy of being taken under the wing of Government? It could 
not possibly be said to be pulling its purse-strings hard for such a valuable institation, 
an institution which if placed under the eye and patronage of our inestimable Prince 
must thrive, and become a valuable acquisition. England has a generous public, then 


why compel the contented and hard-working miner toemigrate todistant lands? Surely 
the Legislature will see the necessity of using their best efforts to retain them, and 
place them on a better footing, and thus continue to keep up England’s glory. 

I may be told that the school in Jermyn-street is an efficient one; I say we have not

Sir C. Lyell estimates the age of the 
world to be 83,000 years, if he is correct, I should think the earth brought forth «7 
Jones” at least 40,000 years since, when practical mining was unknown. If he is of 
more recent date, it is evident he has cast all his practice to the wind, and fallen back for 
aid on the butterfly theory. The advocates of that theory are now well known to be 
slyly leaving his company; Dr. Percy, and scores of others, are gone, and Sir R. Mur. 
chigon and Prof. Tennant are known to be edging off, if not already gone, too, 1 met an 
old friend of theirs at your office doora few days since ; a remark was made as to granite 
being igneous rock, when he said, “ That theory is exploded, and quite gone, noone believes 
it or reads it now but school-boys, and they read it for want of better books.” The fact 
is, these men have not pluck to take the bull by the horns and nose at once, but they 
have caught him by one horn, and are holding on. I have only to ask my friend, “J, 
Jones,” to have patience till I finish, when I think he will say to his aiding friends — 
“ We have erred, let us gather up our arguments, grounded only on bygone tales, and 
place them in a nutshell, bury them in oblivion, and conform to the age we live in,”

QUARRIES AND QUARRYING—No. I. 


Srr,—! propose to write, for publication in your wide-spread Journal, 
a few letters on this subject, confined to facts, and which I trust may be 
of value to many of your readers, especially to those who are immediately 
connected with quarry property. Itis evident to the meanest capacity that 
slate quarries are, at the present time, a most valuable property; and no 
doubt time will demonstrate it as a great truth that slate quarries are the 
chief mineral wealth of the Principality. As a quarryman, it may naturally be expected 
that I feel a decided interest in quarries and quarrying, and may be sanguine as to their 
ultimate preponderance over all other mineral property ; yet it is not my intention to 
exaggerate the truth in any way, as the principle that urges me to compose this and the 
following letters is guid veri. And when I advance a truth or proposition I will en- 
deavour to examine carefully the premises on which it is given, and it will be for the 
reader to Judge whether I come to my conclusions in a natural manner. I know it 
will be objected by some that Iam not competent to do this, inasmuch as it is nota 
great many years since I was obliged to do the lowest druggery of all quarry work; 
therefore, I cannot be in possession of that information I appear so anxious to impart to 
others, because what a thing has not it cannot give. It cannot bedenied—nor do I wish 
to do so—that I have been doing quarry drudgery; but, at the same time, I carried on 
my enquiries, and took notes and observations on all that came under my notice. I read 
the best works on geology, mineralogy, &c., and tried to trace effects to their causes, 
independent of the opinions of theorists or party views. Far be it from me to say any- 
thing in self-commendation, and, indeed, I should rot have touched on the above had it 
not been to prevent useless discussion, and to disarm prejudice. One thing more that 
urges me to this task is a wish to say things in a plain way that can be comprehended, 
There is certainly a secret something belonging to everything, and in nothing is that 
secret endeavoured to be kept so secret a3 in mining and quarrying. Indeed, I remem- 
ber when I was employed at a certain quarry as slate inspector the head manager used 
to come and visit at fixed times, and it used to be my privilege sometimes to go about 
the quarry with him and the resident agent, and the terms and manner made use of by 
the agent to describe the workings and rock were really quite unintelligible to any 
human understanding, and I doubt but they would be equaily so to the angelic. Of 
course, inability is the cause of this at most times. There are, however, competent per- 
sons that sometimes envelope themselves in mysteries. Now, may I ask, why not speak 
things in a plain way? Why make use of Sybilline utterances? Why darken the eyes 
of those it is our duty toenlighten? If my humble attempt to unravel some of the 
mysteries, and disperse some of the dense fog that follows questions like the present, suc- 
ceed, I shall be perfectly satisfied. And of the two we would rather tire the patience 
than mislead the sense; as Pope says:— 
* But of the two, less dang’rous is the offence 

To tire our patience, than mislead our sense. 

Some few in that, but numbers err in this; 

Ten censure wrong, for one who writes amiss.” 

After these few preliminary observations, it is time [should grapple with my subject. 
There is one fact which I consider is fully established—that North Wales is the part of 
the Principality for slate quarries. South Wales is abundant in iron, coal, limestone, 
copper, lead, &c.; but, while the North is comparatively destitute of these, it contains 
by far the finest slate quarries in the whole world. In fact,I think it can be proved that 
the geological formation of South Wales is not favourable for slate quarries. Decidedly, 
there are exceptions to all rules, and if we find an occassional quarry here and there in 
the South, in my opinion it is the exception. The Nant-y-Mywn Quarry, near Lian- 
dovery, is one of those exceptions, as I find by enquiry that there are very favourable 
prospects here, and it is likely to make a good quarry. The quarries of the North may 
be divided into four districts :—1. The Carnarvon district, of which the principal quarry 
is Col. Pennant’s.—2. The Festiniog district, of which Lord Palmerston’s quarry is the 
principal.—3. The Corri district, of which the Aberllefair takes the lead.—4. The Lian- 
gollen range. Each of these districts has different features; but, as I propose to publish 
a work, if I have encouragement, on slate quarries in Wales, their geological position, 
history, &c., I shall only make a few general remarks on each of these great quarry dis- 
tricts, and this I reserve for my next.

Meetings of Public Gompanies,

MARIQUITA AND NEW GRANADA MINING COMPANY. 


The twelfth annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
London Tavern, on July 29,—Mr. R. A. Rouru in the chair. 


Mr. C. O. Rocers (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report was taken as read. 

The CuarrMaNn said the proprietors had already been informed by the 
report what progress had been made during the past twelve months. It 
would be seen that the quantity of rough ore raised at the Santa Ana Mine between 
March 1, 1863, and March 41, 1864, hac been 2325 tons, and that the quantity of dressed 
ore had been 620 tons; the quantity of fine silver produced had been 112,474 ozs., against 
93,636 ozs. of fine silver obtained from 508 tons of dressed ore in the previous year. 
During the past year the company had had to contend with a continued disorganisation 
of the country, caused by the war; and during a considerable period troops had been 
stationed at Santa Ana, and the communication with the company’s other property at 
Marmato had been entirely suspended, These evils had been righting themselves, and 
at the present time the troops bad left Santa Ana, and the communications with Mar- 
mato had been again resumed, The election of General Murillo as President of the 
United States of Columbia, and the policy which General Murillo had enunciated lead 
the directors to hope that permanent peace will continue, and that the prices of provisions 
and labour will return to their normal state, thereby enabling the company to derive 
full benefit from their establishments. He wished to recall the attention of shareholders 
to Mr. Hopkins’s report as to the future prospects of the Santa Ana Mine. Mr. Hopkins 
says :—* It has been frequently stated, not only by the directors and myself, but also by 
the superintendent and the mining agents, that when the new shaft was completed and 
in full work the returns would be iderably i d,and the cost much reduced in 
proportion to the produce. As the shaft is now on the eve of completion, it wouldao 
be premature to enter into the question of future prospects, not as simple speculation, 
but on data founded on the actual character of the lode, and the operations carried on. 
In my last report I stated seventeen (cubic) fathoms of ground, or 70 tons of dressed 
ore per month, will effec tthe object in view—to increase the monthly profits and to re- 
sume the payments of dividends. The superintendent remarked in his letter to the 
directors that my estimate of the product per fathom was much too low, but acknow- 
ledged that it was ‘ so much the better for the mine,’ as they would exceed my estimate. 
I note this to show that we have no desire to over-estimate the capabilities of the mine, 
but simply to state what we have a right to expect from a rich bunch of ore, nearly 
40 fms. long, when regularly attacked by means of a new shaft.” Mr. Hopkins con- 
tinued —“ I estimated the realised value of the stoping ground on an average below the 
100 fm. level as equal to about 200/., and with this product from 17 fathoms of lode, the 
same amount of profits should be made as was done a few years ago. This estimate is 
also considered too low, as the ore has been realising npwards of 224/. per fathom in 
September, and the lode in the bottom is valued as worth 400/. per fathom ; and sup- 
posing the total loss in the dressing and | tion was reduced to 25 per cent., the 
available or realised product per fathom may be estimated as upwards of 250]. Never- 
theless, in such calculations as these we should give an ample margin for drawbacks, 
and not demand from the mines more than can be easily obtained by ordinary attention, 
care,and energy. Therefore, when we say that we expect 200/. per fathom (on an 
average) from the lode, it cannot be said that weask too much.” As regards the amount 
of ground to be broken monthly, Mr. Hopkins remarks that—‘‘I think 20 fms. cannot 
be considered as unreasonable, more especially as 17 fms. have been done before with 
hand tackle in the 90 fm. level—hence, 20 fms. with a product of 200/. per fathom will 
be equal to 40007. per month, or 48,0007. per annum; that is to be obtained from the 
flookan bunches alone, irrespective of the ore which may be extracted from the northern 
ground by means of the new shaft.” With reference to the new shaft, which important 
work Mr. Hopkins, in the last annual report, thought would probably take about nine 
months to complete, he states that—“ everything has been done by the directors towards 
getting this shaft finished in the quickest possidle time, and we were led to expect that 
it would have been in action ere this, if not to the bottom of the mine, at least to the 
100 fm. level, but we regret to state that, owing to sickness and other drawbacks, it will 
not be completed until the end of August—that is, about four months longer than we 
expected. However, it is now communicated with the 100 fm. level,and the timbering 
and skip-road prepared and in working order nearly to the 90; therefore, as this great 
undertaking is so near completion, it is to be hoped that this will be the last occasion 
on which we shall have to refer to the slow progress of the work.” With respect tothe 
pumping appliances, the report states that “ those now in uction are very defective, com- 
plicated, and subject to frequent breakages. Indeed, the low returns lately made have 
been caused more from the breakages of the pumping connections than from the want of 
the completion of the new shaft. The bottom of the mine, from which alone all the 
rich ore is obtained, has been for days and even weeks together inundated, and, conse- 
quently, suspended. To prevent in future such serious interruptions, it has been re- 
commended to apply substantial pumping-gear to the new shaft the moment it is com- 
pleted, and do away with the connecting rods with the oldshaft.” As regards the value 
of the lode below the 100 fm. level, he (the Chairman) might refer the shareholders to 
the report of one of the underground agents, received by the last packet, which states 
that “the stope in the back of the 110, north of winze, is worth 150/. per fathom; ditto 
south of winze, 3002. ; ditto to the north of samp-winze, 1501. perfm. The stopes that 
are under water are worth on an average 400/. per fm., so you plainly see that the un- 
favourable state of the mine is entirely caused by the water being in the bottom of it.” 
He (the Chairman) considered it of the utmost importance to refer to the facts contained 
in the extracts just read, because if he were to ask the shareholders to continue a mine 
that was not likely to pay, they would have good reason to reproach him for having 
induced them to continue operations; but he thought they would agree with him in 
thinking that by carrying on the operations there was every fair and reasonable expec- 
tion that considerable profits would be realised.

CHIVERTON MINING COMPANY, 


A meeting of adventurers in Chiverton Mine was held at the West Chi- 
verton account-house, on Wednesday,—Mr. E. Buraess in the chair. 

The Crarrman having briefly opened the business of the meeting, the 
accounts for the past quarter, showing a debit balance of 3477. 0s. 9d., were 
examined and passed, and the subjoined report of Capts. James Juleff, 
Richard Nancarrow, and John Borlase was then submitted: — 


Since the last meeting we have sunk Cookney’s engine-shaft 3 fathoms below the 40, 
fixed a 15-in. drawing-lift of pumps 18 fms. long, and sinking lift, together with every- 
thing calculated to place the shaft in a thorough good working order. We are, there- 
fore, glad to be able to state that the men are now in full course of sinking, and that at 
no former period were they in such a position to do so as at present. In the 40 we in- 
tersected the lode, which presented a very congenial appearance, being full 4 ft. wide, 
composed of quartz, peach, and fine stones of silver-lead ore. The 40 we have driven 
from Cookney’s to Murray’s, a distance of 32 fms. During the driving we have raised 
some good lead ore, and the lode is very kindly throughout, At the last meeting our 
report referred to the clearing of Murray’s shaft. We then hoped to have found it com- 
paratively free from debris under the 40; unfortunately, such was not the case, and in 
draining we have had to cope with a shaft filled with “ deads,” and, in consequence, our 
progress has been extremely slow; but this, of course, although to be regretted, is a 
matter over which we have no control. However, by holing the 40 we have dispensed 
with 18 fms. of pumps, thereby greatly tending to accelerate our future operations, and

cated, and the shaft cut down full size to the 102. He mentioned these facts in order to 
give the proprietors some idea of the extent of this enormous work, In point of fact, 
the mine, so to speak, had been re-made, for this new shaft had been cut through hard 
rock from surface to adepth of 100 fms.

in Mexico. Looking at what they at Santa Ana had had to contend against by the ab- 
straction of labour and other uncontrollable difficulties consequent upon the revolution, 
he believed nothing could have been done whereby this great and important work could 
have been effected in a shorter period. As to the future, he might inform the share- 
holders that there was not one member of the board who had altered his opinion as to 
the real value of this mine—in fact, as far us he was individually concerned, although 
he had always entertained a very high opinion of its value, yet at the present moment 
he considered it of very wuch more value than he thought it was when he addressed the 
proprictors this time last year. As regards the amount raised by means of the unallotted 
shares which had been issue’ under the power given to the directors at the last meeting, 
the board had paid off 60007. worth of promissory notes, and also the 30007, owing to 
to the bankers, and the balance of 1000/7. had gone to meet the London expenses and other 
matters. At the last annual meeting it was expected the new shaft would have been 
completed and in operation by the present time, and if such had been the case there 
could be no question that the returns at the present time would be large, but it was im- 
possible to carry on large works and receive dividends at the same time. He believed 
it was the confidence the shareholders had in the directors that had enabled them to 
carry on the operations from 1859—when the new shaft was commenced—to the present 
time; and if he thought the most favourabie expectations could not be entertained with 
regard to the future, he would at once inform the shareholders that his faith in the mine 
was shaken, and would recommend them to take a different course. Bathe felt satisfied 
that large profits would be made from the Santa Ana Mine, and that now this great 
work was complete, it was only a question of a very few months. He also believed 
that the company’s financial position was such as to carry them through; for as soon 
as the shaft was complete and in operation, the directors felt bound to show that large 
returns were being made, There could be no question the ore was there, and that it was 
of great value; therefore, returns must be demanded, and would, no doubt, be obtained. 
As regards the financial position of the company, it was as follows :—Balance at Bogota 
and Santa Ana, and including the unrealised returns, amounted to $119,388, from which 
had to be deducted the amount owing in Marmato and advances in New Granada, 
$78,689: leaving $40,699, or 67837., which added to the balance in London, and the value 
of cupel stuff on the way, brought up the balance to 9975/. But supposing the company 
paid off ail its debts, and received all that ought to be received, there would then be a 
credit balance of between 3000/7. and 40007. By the despatches received that morning, 
he was glad to be able to inform the proprietors that, although the directors had had 
considerable anxiety with regard to Marmato, whence, from being the district in par- 
ticular wherein the revolt was rife, no communication had been received since last 
October, not only had that mine since that period met its expenses, but it had made a 
monthly profit of $300. It was exceedingly satisiactory to find that that which it was 
feared would have proved a great drag to Santa Ana should not have proved the case, 
but on the contrary returned a profit. All he, in conclusion, could say was that, as a 
large proprictor, he felt satisfied that everything had been done that could in reason 
have been expected, and he hoped and believed that their long-tried patience would meet 
with large and permanent profits. He then moved that the report be received and adopted. 

Mr. FATHALEY enquired what number of the unallotted shares had been taken up? 

The Cuarrman replied that it was intended to issue 20,000 of those shares, but 10,000 
only had been taken up. The directors had taken 1500, and the others were allotted 
regularly to the shareholders; but many gentlemen whofreely discussed the form of issue 
had not taken any of those shares, at which the directors were, of course, disappointed. 

Mr. VILLEsBoIsNET hoped the directors did not intend to issue any more of those shares. 

The CuarrMan said that the board hoped all of them would be taken up, and he was 
sorry that Mr. Villesboisnet had not assisted to the smallest extent, 

Mr. VILLEsBoINET had been from the t opposed to the mode of raising 
the money. If it had been raised upon a preference dividend of (say) 10 per cent., he 
had no doubt the whole 20,000 shares would have been taken up, and thus there would 
have been a certain saving to the company. 

Mr. Gopparp rose to a point of order. The question now being introduced had been 
settled by a large majority, and it was not competent for any proprietor to re-open it. 
He (Mr. Goddard) wished to know if the directors received any remuneration ?——The 
CHAIRMAN sald the directors had worked two years without receiving any remuneration. 

Mr. A. D. DE Pass (a director) said the suggestion of Mr. Villesboisnet with regard 
to not issuing any more of the unallotted shares could be very easily carried out, if he 
and others would come forward and subscribe.

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the Cuaraman said 
that the object of the present meeting was to appoint two directors in the place of Messrs. 
Wilson and Adamson, who had retired. He (Mr. Tarnley) having been left alone in 
the direction, it became his duty to ask the shareholders to appoint two directors to 
assist him in carrying on the company’s operations, As far as he was concerned, he did 
not know whether any person present would be willing to accept the office of director, 
but as the question was entirely with the shareholders he hoped they would place some 
gentleman in nomination. 

Mr. M’CaLan had attended several meetings, and finding that Mr. Taylor represented 
a large interest, he (Mr. M’Callan) would suggest that that gentieman should be elected 
adirector. He might state that Mr. Taylor was a perfect stranger to him.——Mr. 
TAYLOR must admit that he had taken great interest in this undertaking, not only on 
account of his friends who had a considerable interest in it, but also on account of his 
own interest. He had strenuously advocated the continuance of operations, ahd for two 
reasons—because, in the first place, he felt convinced that the feeling of the majority of 
the shareholders was opposed to the winding-up of thecompany; and, in the next place, 
because he considered that the mines had not had a fair trial, and that, therefore, their 
actual merits were not known, He thought. that Captain Morrison’s letter, which ap- 
peared in the Mining Journal, must have convinced every shareholder that the value 
of the property had never been fairly tested.

The land comprised in the original grant is the estate of Cwm Trwscwl, about 160 acres» 
but by a recent arrangement Blaen-y-Pennant, adjoining, has been added to the company’s 
property. This additional estate is nearly 300 acres in extent, and enables two addi- 
tional galleries to be opened, and affords the greatest facilities for tip toa depth of nearly 
300 yards, at right angles to and far beyond the present known range of the slate veins. 
The entire property is now about one mile square.

The peculiar character of the slate induced the directors to procure the best ana- 
lysis of it which could be obtained, and, under the advice of Prof. Hunt, of the Maseum 
of Practical Geology, the matter was placed in the hands of Mr. Bamber, F.C.S.,a former 
student at the Museum, who concludes his report by observing —“* It is, no doubt,a very 
valuable slate in many respects; and I think this is owing partiy to its chemical com- 
position, and partly to its peculiar structure. Its specific gravity being 2°83, whilst 
that of crystalised quartz is only 2°6, shows it to be very compact.” 

Disposal or East Vern,—Arrangements are now in progress for placing this com- 
pany on the Stock Exchange, and it is intended forthwith to form a new company for 
working the great east vein, the same to be taken by such company at 30,000/., to be 
pald in pald-up shares and cash, and the purchase money divided as a bonus among the pre- 
sent shareholders —a surplus capital of 20,0007. being also provided for working the vein. 

The financial position of the company will be seen, by the balance-sheet, to be most 
satisfactory. The total outlay for materials for the quarry and wages, up to June 30, 
being only 2328/7. 38. 10d., and the balance of cash in hand 43861. 7s, 9d.; the pur- 
chase-money and every expense having been discharged up to that date, out of the 
21. 10s. per share on 7000 shares only. The company have also retained in hand 1000 
shares; 322 shares were issued by the directors, at 1/. premium, and shares have since 
been sold and transferred at 2/. premium, and the directors expect to issue the remaining 
1000 shares at 5/. premium at least, whenever the money may be required. 


The Cuatrman said he thought that the report and balance-sheet could not fail to be 
most satisfactory to all connected with the undertaking. The directors were exceed- 
ingly glad to find themselves in so favourable a position, and having a large interest in 
the company, it would continue to be their constant aim to promote its best welfare. 
But he should be neglecting an act of duty were he not to state that the present gratify- 
ing position of the undertaking had been accelerated—if, indeed, not produced--by the 
great exertions and constant care of their efficient manager, Mr. Harvey. As regards 
the expenditure, he thought, when they considered the several items, especially those 
in connection with the preliminary expenses, which had not exceeded 400/., and con- 
trasted them with the outlay incurred in bringing out other quarries, that they would 
agree with him in congratulating themselves, not only upon having effected avery great 
saving, but also upon having achieved an unprecedented result.

Mr, CHAPLIN proposition 

Mr. ExLmore drew attention to the statement in the report with reference to the pro- 
jected railway, and enquired to what extent had the negociations been carried ?-—— Mr. 
T. Harvey explained that a line had been surveyed from the quarry down to the junc- 
tion with the Gorsedda Railway, which would be a distance of about 444 miles, but if 
that line were constructed it would not produce any return, although it would incur a 
heavy outlay. And whenthey got to Port Madoc they would be launched into a sea of 
difficulties. Port Madoc was overcrowded with trade, and the whole of the property 
being in Chancery it was exceedingly difficult to obtain any site whereon to erect a wharf. 
But to avoid all those difficulties it was in contemplation to construct arailway straight 
down the valley by the side of the stream to the harbour of Cricceth, where the only 
expense necessary would be for the construction of a pier, In the event of this line being 
determined upon, arrangements could be made with at least three quarries in addition to 
that at Cricceth, Parties interested in those quarries were willing to do everything in 
their power to promote the scheme, and to subscribe towards a common fund for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the necessary parliamentary powers, By the adoption of this project 
the expenditure of this company would be very considerably reduced, and the expendi- 
ture that was incurred would be reproductive. From interviews he had had with the 
stewards of the different landowners, he might inform the meeting that every facility 
would be afforded for the construction of the line. Such was the present position of the 
negociations with respect to the question of railway. In the meantime the directors, in 
order not to be landlocked with their slates, had ascertained that they could—tin fact, 
they had had an actual offer—convey them to Carnarvon for 13s, 6d. per ton, but they 
hoped to reduce the cartage to 10s. per ton. The shareholders would have learnt trom 
the report that the average of the best slates was greatly in excess of those made in other 
quarries, and, therefore, being so very superior in quality, the temporary cost of cartage 
‘was not to them so important as it would be if they produced an inferior kind of slate. 

Mr. ELMore was glad that he had put the question, because it had elicited such a lucid 
and satisfactory reply. He further wished to call the attention of his fellow-share- 
holders to the gratifying fact adverted to in the report, that—“ The company was never 
advertised, and that the whole of the expenses attendant on the formation of the com- 
pany, including conveyance and stamps, was only 400/.” That was an announcement as 
satisfactory as it was unprecedented.——Mr. Harvey said that, of the 400/., one stamp 
cost 100/,—indeed, the actual money pald had been upwards of 200/.—Mr. ELMore 
wished to know what was meant by the statement in the balance-sheet—* Amount of 
allotment and deposit in arrear?’——Mr. Harvey did not think the whole amount in 
arrear exceeded 5/., which was due from some who signed the original Articles of Asso- 
ciation upon a few shares, All the remainder was due from one gentleman, who, by 
oversight, had not paid the amount till after the balance-sheet was prepared. 

Mr. SouTHALL enquired the average value of 1 ton of slate ?——Mr. Stia.ine stated 
that the average value was about 2/. 10s. to 3/., but the best slates were worth more 
than that at Carnarvon. 

Mr. SouTHALL enquired the distance from the quarry to Cricceth, and the probable cost 
of the projected line of railway.——Mr. Harvey replied that the distance was about 
eight miles. The distance to Port Madoc would be much greater ; in fact, the Gorsedda 
line alone was about 13 miles long, and had some very bad gradients. The distance be- 
tween the quarry and the junction of the Gorsedda Railway was about 41% miles. If 
that rallway were made it would cost the company a considerable amount of capital, 
which would be so much sunk instead of being employed in the development of the 
quarry; but if, as he proposed, a line were made to Cricceth, it would not fail to prove 
a remunerative investment. The Prince of Wales Quarry was at the very head of the 
valley, and on both sides of that valley were quarries. It was his firm conviction that 
the opening up and development of the Prince of Wales Quarry would lead to the de- 
velopment of the whole of the valley, making, like the Festiniog Valley, a most impor- 
tant slate district. Under these circumstances, as he had already intimated, the line to 
Cricceth would, no doubt, prove as highly remunerative as the Festiniog Railway. As 
to the cost, he estimated it could not exceed 20,000/.; and, seeing that there were four 
or five quarries who would contract for the construction, It would be for each a very 
easy matter. 

Mr. C. Downes was confident that if this line to Cricceth and the harbour were made, 
it would be of inestimable advantage to all concerned. It would greatly relieve this 
company’s capital, and the expenditure would be reproductive. ———Mr. Harvey sald that 
the proposed line could be very easily constructed.—-The CuatrMan, in reply to a 
question, stated that for the present advantage would be taken of the road to Carnarvon, 
becatise even with paying 10s, or 12s. per ton for cartage, a very good margin of profit 
would be left.——-Mr, Francis said he visited the quarry a few days since, when he 
‘was very much pleased with it.

Mr. Harvey, in reply to a question, stated that the fact of their slate not becoming 
fractured when submitted to heat was purely an incidental matter, although it might 
enhance the value of the slate. 

The report and accounts were then unanimously received and adopted. 

Lieut.-Col. H. Garnet Man, and Messrs. P. Chaplin, W. Stirling, and J. Francis, the 
retiring directors, were i ly re-elected. Mr. C. Downes was elected a director.

The directors in presenting to the shareholders a report of the proceedings of the com- 
pany from its formation to the present time, have the satisfaction of stating that the ex- 
pectations entertained by them on its establishment have been fully realised as far as 
the workings have hitherto proceeded; and, from the following statement, it will be 
observe that an almost unprecedented amount of work has been accomplished.

LONDON AND COUNTY BANK. 


The ordinary half-yearly general meeting of proprietors was held on 
Thursday at the London Tavern,—Mr. W. C. Jones in the chair. 

The directors’ report and accounts were read, as they appear in the ad- 
vertising columns of this day’s Journal. 

The CuarrMan expressed his gratification at the unparalleled results 
of the past half-year’s operations, as described in the report and accounts 
now submitted. They were informed at the last half-year that arrange- 
ments were in progress for the establishment of a new branch in Holborn. On May 2 
that branch was opened. They were also told that they had received representations of 
a fair business being obtained at Newington, and they had in consequence made arrange- 
ments for a branch opposite to the Elephant and Castle. Another new branch was 
opened about a fortnight since at Westminster, and in about a month a new branch 
would be opened at Margate. In regard to the new branches already opened, he was 
happy to say that all the expectations that were held out when they were first sug- 
gested had been realised so far as they had gone. With regard to the results of the 
competition to which they were exposed, it should be observed that a large number of 
the new banking institutions had fixed the field of their operations altogether out of 
England, or in spheres distinct from that in which the London and County moved. One 
or two, however, had introduced themselves into their districts and moulded themselves 
upon their pattern, and as to the effct of these upon the interests of the London and 
County, he might refer with perfect confidence to the present balance-sheet. Upon 
this point it might be well to repeat a remark made the other day by Mr. M‘Kewan, 
their general manager—“ That the more these new companies advertised and endeavoured 
to force themselves upon the public attention, the more the business of the London and 
County appeared to augment and prosper.” And this was quite compatible with 
reason, for it was only natural, when the attention of the public was awakened to the 
importance of banking facilities, that the preference should be given to those institutions 
which were considered to be the firmest established and the strongest. (Hear, hear.) 
If there was any value in inherent power as the means of conquering difficulties and 
obstructions, he thought what they had done in the last nine years ought to set the 
public mind at ease as to the stability of this bank. (Hear.) He had to congratulate 
the shareholders that the appeal to the Court of Chancery in the long-pending litiga- 
tion to which their attention had been so frequently directed, had been decided in June 
last entirely in favour of the bank, the Lord Chancellor’s jadgment having given them 
principal, interest, and costs. It was impossible to say whether their opponent would 
carry his appeal to the House of Lords, but they were armed with the highest legal 
authority that the result would be the confirmation of the Lord Chancellor’s judg- 
ment.

Remarks.—A fair amount of business has been done during the past

This is very 
unfortunate for the metal trade, and will, undoubtedly, retard any improve- 
ment in the market, and most likely cause a retrograde movement—busi- 
ness will be checked, and prices in many cases will, most likely, become 
lower. We trust, however, that the present high rate in the money market 
will only be temporary; though, from present appearances, we can hardly 
expect that money will be easy, and low rates prevail, for some time to 
come, Still, we are not without hope that the metal market may recover 
itself again, and after a short period of depression return again to a state 
of activity. ‘To this end the re-establishment of peace in Europe will, ina 
great measure, tend, and also the intelligence lately received from India, 
which is of a much more favourable character, showing a reduction in the 
rate of discount, and a consequent greater facility in transacting commer- 
cial operations.

LiverPoo.t Coat Trape.—From the Coal Circular of Messrs. Platt we 
learn that the quantity of Cannel, coal, coke, and patent fuel shipped at 
Liverpool in July was 51,686 tons, and in the corresponding month of 
last year 51,024 tons, showing an increase last month of 662 tons. The 
exports coastwise during July were 11,183 tons; same month last year, 
9625 tons—increase last month, 1558 tons. Total exports coastwise from 
Jan. to July, 83,325 tons; same period last year, 51,424 tons—increase 
this year, 31,901 tons. 

WHERE THE CONFEDERATES GET THEIR CoAL.—There are extensive 
coal mines lying on both sides of the James River, a few miles above Rich- 
mond. ‘The area of this coal field is about 20 miles from north to south, 
with an average breadth of five miles. ‘Thecoal is bituminous, and it has 
been largely used for steam purposes and for the production of gas. These mines were 
probably the eaeliest worked of any in the United States, mention being made of them 
in the American Journal of Science of 1818, as having been in operation for 30 years 
previously. The works, as now carried on, are at a greater depth than have ever been 
reached at any other mines in this country—the deepest shaft sunk being about 800 ft. 
Anthracite coal mines have been opened within a few years in Montgomery, Pulaski, 
and Wythe counties, and also along the range of mountains in the western part of Au- 
gusta county. In Brush Mountain, along the north-western line of Montgomery county, 
and in Price’s Mountain, six or seven miles south-east of this, some very good coal is 
mined—that from the former locality being free-burning, semi-bituminous, and that of 
the latter a very pure anthracite. These mines are in close proximity to the Virginia 
and Tennessee Railroad, which is only a mile and a half distant. The amount of coal 
mined in the State of Virginia during the year 1860 was 382,000 tons, valued at about 
$700,000 at the mines. There arc extensive beds of bituminous and semi-bituminous 
coal in North Carolina, in Chatham and Moore counties on Deep River, There areaiso 
extensive beds of semi-bituminous coal in Rockingham and Stokes counties, on the Dan 
River; but previous to the rebellion there had been no great amount mined there, The 
only mines of importance in Southern Tennessee are on the Sewanee River, at the north 
end of a branch railroad 16 miles long, which leaves the Nashville and Chattanooga 
Railroad at the tunnel where it crosses the mountains.—American Coal Trade Review.

Our Minerat WEALtTH.—Through the courtesy of our esteemed cor- 
respondent, Mr. Robert Hunt, F.R.S., the Keeper of Mining Records at the 
Royal School of Mines, we have been favoured with the Statistics of our 
mineral production for 1863, which will be issued to the public in a week 
or ten days from this time. The value of the minerals produced was 
29,151,9767., from which metals of the value of 36,364,327/. were ex- 
tracted. Of gold quartz we produced 385 tons, worth 1500/.; of tin ore, 
15,157 tons, worth 963,985/. ; of copperore, 212,947 tons, worth 1,100,5542.; 
of lead ore, 91,283 tons, worth 1,193,530/.; of silver ore, 88 tons, worth 
57031.; and of zinc ore, 12,941 tons, worth 29,9687. During the year in 
question there were sold 95,376 tons of pyrites, for 62,035/.; and the rarer 
minerals—wolfram, uranium, ans, arsenic, and earthy minerals—raised 
were of the value of 1,980,866/. These items, with the value of 9,101,552 
tons of iron ore, 3,240,890/7., and 86,292,215 tons of coal, 20,572,945/., 
raises the total to 29,151,976/., which was manufactured into nearly 
40,000,0007. worth of merchantable produce. To produce these results 
direct employment has been given to at least 500,000 men, so that our 
mineral industries may be considered as alone supporting a population of 
nearly 3,000,000, in addition to adding much to the general wealth of the 
kingdom, and especially to the wealth of those whose capital has been em- 
ployed in mining operations. 





SLATE QuARRYING IN WALEs.—In another column will be found the re- 
ports of the first general meetings of the Prince or W Axes, in Carnarvon- 
shire, and the LLANFAIR GREEN AND BLUE SLATE QuaRrRY CoMPANIES, 
in Merionethshire, It is rather singular that in this case the two quarries, 
though separated from each other by about 30 miles, and being widely dif- 
ferent, as are all the Merionethshire veins, from Carnarvonshire in their 
most material features and character, should be under the same manage- 
ment, and have had every arrangement connected with them under the 
same controlling head. Looking at the cases of failure and discourage- 
ment which have come under notice in almost all departments of commer- 
cial enterprise, it is not unfair to enquire whether, so far as mining and 
quarrying are concerned, it is not from defective judgment rather than dis- 
honesty and cupidity that most of these failures have arisen? When such 
results affect the interests (seriously, as in a multitude of cases they un- 
questionably do) of those who have really staked upon or invested in such 
undertakings their hard earnings of a lifetime, no other conclusion will be 
admitted by them than that the whole affair from beginning to end wasa 
dishonest concoction; but these are not unfrequently mistaken conclusions, 
and in nine cases out of ten such sad results are simply brought about from 
want of judgment and common sense in those concerned. In illustration 
of this, reference might be made to the cases of the two companies men- 
tioned, where remarkable success is attributed to the system of manage- 
ment which has been adopted.

I would advise every miner not to entertain a tender out of the regular 
course, and unknown to the smelters, I do not ailude to mines of small produce ; gene- 
rally such are often compelled to seek immediate sale, to their best advantage, and 
can also be accounted for in the Journal, where all sales, however limited, should be 
registered, for the satisfaction of all parties.—A MINER.

raised in the present year will much exceed that of last year, and it is highly proba- 
ble the next year will find the Cape Copper Mines occupying the first place in the 
list of productive ores, both in unit of produce and amount of money realised. A hand- 
some reserve, too, is constantly accumulating on the surface at the mines, in the shape 
of all ores less than 18 per cent. of metals, which will be for years available for smelt- 
ing purposes, when the furnaces and requisite hinery are leted.—AFRICANDER, 

Winpine-vur Mrines.—It is said that a voluntary winding-up of acompany does not pre- 
vent any creditor from issuing a writ, and afterwards_seizing in execution its pro- 
perty for his debt. Can anyone inform me why this course, at once expeditious and 
certain, is not adopted by Cornish merchants, instead of presenting petitions to wind- 
up in the Court of Stannaries, whereby they not only put the pany to y 
expense, but are prevented obtaining their money for years. The interest of share- 
holders demands that the Vice-Warden should use a little discrimination in making 
orders on these petitions, but to judge from the proceedings in the Neptune case he 
appears only to consult the interest of the Cornish merchants. From the disclosures 
that appeared in the Journal rsepecting the supplying of materials to mines, it would 
be supposed that the merchants should be content with making their money out of 
the shareholders during the working of a mine, without handing over its ins to 
their lawyers, to make their feast on. I should like to know how the Court of Stan- 
naries gets through its business, and perhaps some of the shareholders in the various 
mines undergoing the process of winding-up would afford us some particulars.—S. 

OLD WHEAL Neptune.—Your report of tbe proceedings of this company entirely ignores 
the fact that Mr. Speed, on behalf of the company, and Mr. Brooksbank, on behalf of 
shareholders holding upwards of 4000 shares, and of creditors to the extent of 400/., 
appeared and supported Mr. Pulbrook’s appeal, neither does it state that the Lords 
Justices declined to hear Mr. Harris, who, as holder of 1200 shares, wished to support 
it. Considering that Mr. Pulbrook, it was stated, was to act as liquidator gratuitously, 
and that Mr. Polkinghorne will, of course, expect to be paid, I do not see how the de- 
cision affords to shareholders the guarantee that wasteful liquidation will not be en- 
couraged. It stands to reason that it is less expensive to wind-up voluntarily than 
by the Court. From what I have heard, it appears that when a company gets into 
the Court of Stannaries there is no knowing when it will get out.—J. J. 

OLD WHEAL Neptune.—I entirely disagree with the remarks in last week’s Journal on 
Old Wheal Neptune. You say the pany was indebted to the extent of 1100/.,and 
proposed to borrow 1000/., to pay its debts.

Tue Mivnerav Sratistics or tHe Unrrep Kixopom for the year 1863, 
by Ronerr Hunt, F.R.S., Keeper of Mining Records, are nearly ready 
for publication. We have been favoured with an early copy of the General 
Summary of this important compilation, which we hasten to present to our 
readers, reserving any remarks until the detailed statement is in our hands, 
Gotp.—The quantity of gold produced from two British Mines amounted 
to 552 ozs., of the value of 1747/.; the returns for 1862 being 5299 ozs., 
of the value of 20,3902. 

Tix.—The tin ore (black tin) smelted in 1863 amounted to 15,157 tons 
according to the returns of sales made each month by the tin smelters; 
the returns, as shown by the dues paid to the Stannary Court, giving 
14,224 tons. This arises from the circumstance that, although the ore 
may have been sold in December, the dues on that ore may not be paid 
for a month or more after the sale. The actual increase in the quantity 
of tin ore raised and sold in 1863 was 830 tons, the quantity of metallic 
tin (white tin) produced being 10,006 tons. 

Correr.—The production of copper from British mines still exhibits a 
falling off. During last year 210,947 tons of this mineral were produced 
from 222 mines, the quantity in 1862 having been 224,171 tons, This 
ore yielded to the smelter 14,247 tons of copper. 

Leap.—The mines of the United Kingdom gave 91,283 tons of ore 
during the year, against 95,311 tons produced in 1862. Of lead we ob- 
tained from this ore 68,220 tons, the value of this metal being 1,418,9852. 
Sitver.—The lead obtained gave 613,266 ozs. of silver; to this must 
be added 20,738 ozs., produced from ores so excessively rich in silver as 
to be returned as silver ores, making altogether 634,004 ozs., of the value 
of 174,3512, 

Zinc.—The production of zine ore has somewhat increased, the quan- 
tities sold in 1863 amounting to 13,699 tons, which gave 3835 tons of me- 
tallic zine, of the value of 90,8892. 

Pyrites—Sutrauk Ores.—The quantities of these ores obtained from 
British mines still exhibit a decline of 95,376 tons, of the value of 62,0352, 
being the produce of 1863, against 98,433 tons produced in 1862. The 
ores, however, fetched a higher price. 

Inon.—Of iron ores of different kinds 9,088,060 tons were obtained. 
This was employed in making 4,510,040 tons of pig-iron, having the value 
of 11,275,1002. 

Coat.—There has been a large increase in the production of this mineral, 
86,292,216 tons having been sold and used. ‘The export trade has been 
less active than usual, therefore the employment of this large quantity is 
entirely due to the demands of British manufacturers.

The Government returns of the trade and commerce of the country, as 
respects the imports and exports of the United Kingdom, have been issued 
by the Board of Trade for the month, and the six months ending June 30. 
They are necessarily of the utmost interest, as furnishing the best data on 
which to calculate the prospects of commercial enterprise, and the position 
of all mercantile matters. ‘They show that the exports of articles, the pro- 
duce and manufacture of Great Britain, amounted in value to 78,047,5861, 
for the six months of this year, which, compared with the total for the 
same period of 1863, is an excess of 16,033,389/., or equal to an increase 
of upwards of 32,000,000/, for the entire year, and giving reason to be- 
lieve that the shipments for the 12 months will be about the enormous 
sum of 160,000,000/. ‘Taking the figures for the month, we find the ex- 
ports are set down as 13,978,526/., which is, again, equivalent to upwards 
of 160,000,0002. for the year. What can be better evidence of the ex- 
traordinary expansion making in every branch of industry, and how rapid, 
necessarily, must be the increase in the wealth of the kingdom. Com- 
pared with 1862, the returns of the first half of this year, is an increase 
of 20,732,9072. 

That section of England’s power which this Journal especially repre- 
sents is again incontestibly proved to hold a most important position in 
general affairs, ‘The figures before us give an aggregate of no less than 
16,169,0887, as the valae of metals and metallic manufacture, equal to 
82,000,0002. for the year, and about one-fifth of the whole, yet a leading 
contemporary endeavours continuously to deprecate everything connected 
with mining, and to discourage the support of energetic operations, but 
were the advise thus volunteered taken by the public, a very different re- 
sult would soon be manifest in the entire enterprise of the country. Min- 
ing is the basis of a great portion of our commerce, and he is puerile in- 
deed who decries this source of native industry. For the first six months 
of 1863 the total declared value was 14,539,8267., so that this year gives 
an augmentation of 1,629,262/., after allowing for a decrease in the items 
of copper, brass, and lead, in the aggregate 426,786. In iron the excess 
is 1,037,340/., the difference between 5,549,.713/. and 6,587,053/.; in ma- 
chinery, 340,3017.; in coals and culm, 213,7612.; in machinery, 175,748/.; 
in tin-plates, 140,0427.; in steel, 92,5537; in tin unwrought, 31,136/.; 
and in zinc, 25,1672. : ( 

The interchange in gold and silver bullion and specie between this and 
other countries has resulted in our favour for the six months which these 
returns demonstrate, ‘The exports during that period were 12,737,5161., 
while the imports were 14,680,125/., so that the balance is 1,942,6097. te 
our credit. ‘The exports consisted of 7,579,3791. in gold and 5,158,1371, 
in silver, and the imports were 9,239,202 in gold and 5,440,9234. in silver, 
so that our coffers are augmented by 1,659,823/. in gold and 281,786. in 
silver. To France, as usual, we sent the greatest bulk—namely 4,935,435/., 
and received only 869,444/.; the business being 3,922,521/. in gold and

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To Egypt, in transit to India and China, we exported 4,832,543/. against 
8281. imported; the former being 1,355,585/. gold and 3,476,9581. silver, 
while the latter was 195/. in gold and 6337. in silver. To Brazil we sent 
970,3601, and received 54,003/.; 881,971 gold and 88,3897. silver exported, 
and 18,6972. gold and 35,306/. silver imported. To Spain we dispatched 
815,1942, and obtained 11,193/.; of the exports, 788,7437. being gold and 
26,4512. silver, while the imports were 79551. in gold and 32382. in silver. 
To Holland we gave 208,961/. and got back 117,557/.; to Malta 110,482/. 
against 292/.; to British South Africa 58,406. against 4342/.; to British 
North America 76,984/. against 57,830/.; and to Turkey 1441. against 
1282. On the other hand we received from Mexico 6,056,3551. against 
155,9781. remitted, the receipts being 2,670,4161. gold and 3,385, 9391. silver, 
while we sent 122,124/. gold and 33,8541. silver. From the United States 
we obtained 4,267,540/. against 185,304/.; the imports being 4,213,5017. 
gold and 54,0391. silver, while the exports were 180,673/. in gold and 
463117. in silver. From Australia we procured 1,817,059/. against 32811. 
sent out; the former being entirely gold with the exception of 162/., and 
the latter all silver with the exception of 122. From Belgium we had 
805.6791, against 188,3217. From the Hanse Towns 403,026/. against 
138,6751. From West Africa 55,046 against 42,0697. From Portugal 
53,480/. against 11447. From Gibraltar 14,9601. against 2511/.; and 
from ‘other countries” 62,3087. against 11.7247. Russia and British 
Columbia remitted the precious metals without receiving any of the same 
kind in return, and both were exclusively in gold. Russia gave us 17,078/., 
and British Columbia 11,9771. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Ava, 4.—The Steam Coal Trade in Northumberland is particularly 
good at present; the whole of the pits in the district, indeed, are well em- 
ployed. The Iron Trade also continues to prosper, the stocks of pig-iron 
at the works not being large, and there being a good demand for pig and 
most other kinds of iron. 

The anniversary meeting of the North of England Institute of Mining 
Engineers was held to-day. The papers for discussion were—1. On the 
Drift through a portion of the Coai Field of Durham, by Messrs. Wood and Boyd,—2. 
On the Glaciation of the Counties of Northumberland and Durham, by Mr. W. House, 
~—3. On the Manufacture of Iron in connection with the Northumberland and Durham 
Coal Field, by Mr. J, L. Bell,—4. On the Lead Mining Districts of the North of Eng- 
Jand, by Mr. T. Sopwith.—5, On the Magnesian Limestone of Durham, by Mesars. J. 
Daglish and G. B, Forster, Some particulars of each paper will be forwarded, with a 
notice of the discussion thereon. 

A very melancholy accident occurred at the Thornby Colliery on Thursday last, by | 
which Mr, James Maudlin, an overman, was killed. It appears he was walking onthe | 
engine-plane underground, and was overtaken by the train of loaded coal tubs, the ap- 
proach of which he had not heard. He was knocked down by the train, and dragged a 
distance of nearly 200 yards, When taken up he was ina sadly mutilated state. An 
inquest was held on Saturday, and a verdict of * Accidental Death ” returned.——A 
dreadful boiler explosion occurred at the Moorsley Coal Works, belonging to the North 
Hetton Coal Company, on Saturday morning last, by which three persons were killed, 
The two firemen engaged were killed, and also a child in a dwelling house about 60 yards 
from the pit. Six boilers are placed at these works, five of them being 30 ft. in length, 
the one which exploded being 25 ft. in length. As usual at these works, five of the | 
boilers were worked, the sixth one being kept in reserve for the purpose of cleaning and | 
repairing. It appears also that the boller which has unhappy exploded, with such dis- 
astrous effects, was thoroughly overhauled and repaired only a few weeks ago. As a | 
number of dwelling houses for the workmen are contiguous to the works, the result of 
this explosion is great damage to those houses, also to the colliery workshops and ma- | 
chinery, and three lives are lost, many others being seriously injured, The cause of 
the accident wili, no doubt, be thoroughly sifted at the coroner’s inquest, which will be 
held on Tuesday next.——An inquest was held at Murton Colliery, on Tuesday last, on 
the body of a pitman named George Laws, aged 63 years. The deceased, it appears, was | 
taking the timber out of the broken, where the coal had been removed, and either 
through having incautiously exposed himself, or from some sudden fall of the roof, he 
was caught by the stone and killed, Verdict, “ Accidentally killed.” 

At the Neville Hotel, Newcastle, the friends of Mr. Cuthbert Hodgson (late under- 
viewer of Killingworth Colliery), sat down to on excellent dinner to which he had been 
invited. On the removal of thecloth, Mr. J. Crone presented Mr. Hodgson with a beau- 
tifal gold lever watch.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Ava. 4.—The fall of rain during the latter part of last week and the 
commencement of this has relieved the necessities of the ironworks to some 
extent, and pretty nearly all the mills, forges, and furnaces are now going. 
The quantity of rain that has fallen is not, however, anything like sufficient 
to keep the works in employ for any length of time, and unless more comes 
down stoppages will again be the result in a week or tendays. The mar- 
ket, taking all matters into consideration, is in a moderately satisfactory 
state, and consequent upon the reduction in the American import tariff, 
and other circumstances, there is an improved enquiry for rails. Tin- 
plates have also moved a little, but many of the makers are still indiffer- 
ently supplied with orders, Owing to the drought, the make of tin-plates 
and of iron, too, has been materially reduced, and at several of the tin- 

lates works not more than a week’s usual work has been done during the 
last six weeks. This has caused stocks to get lower, and very probably 
some improvement in demand may follow. As stated in many of my 
former reports, the tin-plate trade will not be in a satisfactory state until 
the American straggle is over, and, therefore, but little prosperity can be 
expected before that long-desired event takes place. The Steam and 
House Coal ‘Trades evince considerable vitality, and the current quotations 
are maintained. Patent fuel is in brisk demand, the eastern ports being 
the principal markets. Coke commands an average sale. The Aberdare 
Iron Company have, it appears, purchased the freehold of their extensive 
works at Abernant and Llwydcoed. The spirited manner in which these 
works have been managed by Mr. Fothergill, the acting partner, has 
brought prosperity to the surrounding district generally. 

On Tuesday last, Mr, Lionel Brough, the Government Inspector of Mines 
for the South Western District, visited the Glyn Pits, Pontypool, in order to 
ascertain whether there was any cause to fear an inundation, some of the 
men having expressed an opinion that there were accumulations of water 
in certain old workings, * After a careful examination and inspection, Mr. 
Brough came to the conclusion that there was no immediate danger, but 
he advised that additional rods should be used, and thus if there was water in the old 
workings it would soon be cleared. In this and many other instances which might be 
named, Mr. Brough shows the readiness with which he attends to any complaint on 
the part of the workmen, 

Several coal-cutting machines are now being constructed at the Uskside Works, New- 
port, for Messrs. Levick and Co., of Biaina. Full details of the trials at the Blaina Col- 
Neries will shortly appear in the Mining Journal. 

At the Roose (Pembrokeshire) Petty Sessions on Saturday, Frank Rees, Thos. James, 
and James Cozens, were charged with having set fire to certain bushes at the Nash and 
Sprinkle Colliery. From the evidence it appeared that ther@ were about thirty men 
working in the colliery at the time the bushes were set fire to. The defendants’ lamps 
were open as well, and the overman, whose duty it was to see that every man’s lamp 
was locked, admitted that this important colliery regulation had not been strictly ad- 
hered to. The defendants were each fined 2/. and costs, and in default of payment in a 
month, to be imprisoned for two months with bard labour. 

The Swansea and Glamorgan Herald states that the scarcity of hands is so great at 
Lianelly that several of the furnaces at the copper works have been stopped. More 
hands could also be employed at the Marshfield Ironworks.

4.—The recent alteration in prices, and the mode in which it was 
brought about, have somewhat unsettled business, and there has been much 
fault finding amongst the trade. The business done during the week is 
reported to be rather less than usual, and the orders received have been 
smaller. The manufacturers of malleable iron complain that they cannot 
produce, for a fair profit, iron at the present rates, and there is some talk 
of a reduction in the wages of the men, but nothing official has yet been 
declared. There is a fair demand for bars and plates, and those engaged 
in the manufacture of railway iron report an abundance of orders on hand, 
which is owing to the number of lines which Parliament has sanctioned 
during the present season. The Sheffield metal trades are reported to be 
in a healthy state, particularly several branches in the steel department. 
There is great activity prevailing in the manufacture of railway springs, 
and also of armour-plates, the manufacturers of which have large orders 
on hand, which must eccupy months toexecute, Pig-iron is not so active 
in demand as was the case a few weeks ago, but stocks are generally low. 
The Cleveland ironstone is in great request for the Yorkshire houses, and 
the rate of —— still progresses. There isa continued good demand 
for coal in byshire and Lancashire, arising, in a great measure, from 
the diminution in the produce of the South Yorkshire field, owing to the 
lock-out. There are daily more miners resuming work in the Barnsley district, and it 
is believed that more will go after the disturbed feeling has subsided. Much anger ex- 
ists naturally ; but in several charges of intimidation which were brought before the 
Barnsley magistrates, on Wednesday, the proprietors of the Wharncliffe Silkstone Col- 
Mery withdrew the informations which had been laid against a number of colliers for 
intimidating the men. The effect of this lock-out has been to produce in the Derby- 
shire and Lancashire coal-producing districts much sympathy for the men locked-out, 


ously existed. The feeling amongst the Derbyshire miners is, that they would continue 
their support to the locked-out for months longer, so that ii is to be feared that at the 
end of six months the masters would have been no nearer a settlement of the dispute, 
if they had not thrown their pits open. There is a great scarcity of stal!men in Derby- 
shire, and, indeed, of miners generally, and some of the works have had to send out de- 
putations of their foremen to hunt up workmen inthe Staffordshire and L hire dis- 
trict. As a rule, however, owing, perhaps, to the different usages of the trade, these 
men have not remained long in their new employments. 

The present week has witnessed a series of fetes celebrated amongst the very heart of 
the mining population of Derbyshire. We refer to the fetes at Clay Cross, Codnor Park, 
Riddings, and Denby. The entertainments have consisted of floral exhibitions and music 
and most extensive has been the patronage bestowed upon them. A great portion of the 
exhibitors at each place have been miners, who hold small garden allotments, and it is 
proved thac great good has been done by these exhibitions amongst the mining popula- 
tion, in the refinement of their tastes and habits. Clay Cross was visited by no less 
than 7000 people, and the other places were largely atiended. Several of the large coal 
masters in the Erewash Valley bave afforded their workpeople a trip to Liverpool and 
back, by paying half the excursion fares, and it was calculated that during the last fort- 
night that nearly 4000 artizans and miners were thus liberally treated by their masters. 
This is a system which will do much to cement a good feeling between master and work- 
men, The railway dividends are good for the half-year, the Midland being at the rate of 
7 per cent. The Share Market during the week has been flat, and but little business done. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Avcust 4,—Since the reduction of the trade price of iron, the leading 
masters have received more orders, and those of inferior standing less. 
The former have the preference, and can always obtain a somewhat higher 
price, and with wages at the present high rate, the margin is so small that 





it is impossible to sell much below the trade rates. The demand continues | 
quiet, whilst pig-iron keeps dull of sale. The question of wages, and the | 
probability of a struggle, hangs as an ever-present cload over the iron trade. | 


At Longton the colliers are gone in at the reduction, and this is also the 


case at some mines near Tipton, but many of the men in the Dudley dis- 


trict are still out, Notices for a reduction of wages at two manufactured 
ironworks have led to demonstrations of opposition by the men. It is felt 
that any reduction, to be successful, must be made by the whole trade in 
combination, and the time for this has not yet arrived. The following 
letter has been addressed to a workman in the employ of Messrs. Onions, 
of Netherton, near Dudley: — 
The National Association of Blast-Furnacemen, Brierley Hill, July 23. 
Six,—I am requested to inform you that it is very bad with the men on strike; they 
have only received 2s. 2d. euch last week, and 2s, 3d. each this, and they cannot get no 
assistance from the collieries nor the forges; therefore they will look to their own trade 
for assistance. If they don’t, the full meeting have come to the resolution to undermine 
them that don’t help to support them, JouNn BENNETT, General Secretary. 

The letter speaks for itself.

THE YIELD OF COAL IN SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


CONFERENCE OF MINE OWNERS AND MINE AGENTS. 


It will be remembered that in April last Mr. Rupert Kettle read a paper 
at a meeting of the mine owners and mine agents of the district, held at 
the Mechanics’ Institution, ‘‘ On the yield of the Ten Yard Coal, and the 





| best mode of increasing it, having regard to the safety and economy of the 


working.” A long discussion then took place, in which the views of Mr. 
Kettle were somewhat controverted, and the subject was deemed of such 
importance that it was decided, with Mr. Kettle’s permission, to have the 
paper printed and circulated, and to adjourn the discussion to a future day. 
‘The paper has since been printed and distributed, and yesterday the ad- 
journed meeting was held in the committee room of the Mechanics’ Insti- 
tute. There was not a numerous attendance. On the motion of Mr. 
Mave ey, seconded by Mr. Horxier, Mr. E. F. Sara, one of the Earl of 
Dudley’s agents, was called to the chair.—The Chairman, in opening the 
proceedings, expressed his regret that upon so important a subject so few 
gentlemen were present. He had anticipated that Mr. Kettle would have 
been present, but he supposed they would consider the subject ofsuch importance to the 
district that the views of Mr, Kettle should be fully discussed, and, if necessary, replied 
to.—Mr. Jonunson asked if it was deemed desirable that the discussion should be re- 
sumed, seeing that the Chairman, Mr. Mathews, Mr. Kettle, and several of the principal 
mine agents were not present? He certainly thought that some reply should be given 
to Mr. Kettle’s paper, but he did not think much discussion was necessary to do that. A 
reply, however, ought to be given, either in writing or otherwise.—A brief conversation 
then ensued, after which Mr. J was req dto open the debate. He produced 
a plan of 35 square miles of the Thick or Ten Yard Coal district, and proceeded to remark 
as follows :— The subject which Mr. Kettle has brought before the colliery proprietors 
and mine agents of this district is, doubtiess, one of very great importance, and deserves 
a patient and impartial discussion ; and, from the tone of his arguments, and for the 
meed of praise offered us at page 12, I think he is entitled to our highest respects and 
best thanks. No one can doubt Mr, Kettle’s high legal authority in mining mat- 
ters; but in this attempt to deal with the practical working of the Thick Coal, with all 
its multifarious details, I trust before this discussion is closed we shall be able to show 
him that in charging us with a loss of 23,907 tons per acre in a seam which cannot by 
any possibility contain more than 38,000 tons per acre, he has, to say the least of it, made 
a great mistake somewhere, Following Mr. Kettle’s mode of dealing with the subject, 
I wiil first refer to the weight of a cubic foot of Thick Coal. Mr. Kettle puts this at 
821% Ibs. avoirdupois to the cubic foot, and this he gets from the specific gravity tables 
published in the ‘Penny Enclycopadia,’ Willich’s tables, and twenty-five examples 
given by Hunt, but he admits that not one of these examples are South Staffordshire 
coal, The Thick Coal of South Staffordshire must be admitted on all hands to bea light, 
free burning coal —i.e., a non-caking coal, and all ‘ free burning’ coals are of a low spe- 
cific gravity—Cannock Chase deep coal and the brooch coal, to wit. I consider this 
8244 lbs. to the cubic foot, as stated by Mr. Kettle, to be wrong to the extent of at least 
54% Ibs. to the cubic foot. From experiments that I have conducted upon a series of 
Thick Coal, I find It ranges from 75 lbs, to 79 lbs. to the foot, the mean being 77 lbs. per 
cubic foot ; and, in support of this, I quote a specific gravity table of Staffordshire coal, 
published under the direction of the Mining Journal, which gives 77% Ibs. to the foot, 
and from Haines’s ‘ Big Coal,” which was sent from the Denbigh Colliery to the Exhi- 
bition of 1851, This * Big Coal’ weighed 12 tons 9 cwts. nett, and from measurements 
I found it weighed 76% Ibs. to the cubic foot. This would reduce Mr, Kettle’s estimate 
by 2992 tons per acre; 77 lbs. per cubic foot would give 18 cwts. 63 lbs. avoirdupoise to 
the cubic yard as it lies inthe seam. Next as to the number of cubic yards per acre. 
Mr. Kettle reckons this at 10 yards thick of clvar getuble coal on an average all over 
the district. He makes no allowance for faults, thin places, loss by holing drift, or loss 
by coal left for a roof; and, I may ask, who ever saw thick coal without a holing ¢rift, 
or some coal being left for roof? And I may, perhaps, be permitted to ask who ever 
saw a single acres of thick coal without a fault or dislocation of some sort? In support 
of his estimate of 10 yards thick, he quotes, as a ‘ typical’ example (?), Clay Croft open 
work, and a sinking at Tividale, in 1797, The former being, according to his own show- 
ing, 12 yards 0 ft, 6 in. thick, is an exceedingly rare occurrence, and being withina few 
feet of the surface, at the extreme outcrop, is not to be wondered at, but cannot be taken 
as an argument that all the district is 10 yards thick. The section at Tividale as 
9 yards 1 ft. 7 in., in 1797, is very remote evidence. He next quotes Mr. Jukes. I 
have the greatest respect for anything Mr. Jukes says or writes, but I think we cannot 
accept a mean thickness of a coal seam spoken to for geological purposes only, as con- 
clusive evidence of the nett workable thickness of a coal seam for commercial purposes. 
Belleving, as I always have done, that the mean thickness of our thick coal could not 
possibly reach 10 yards, I have put myself in communication with about 30 mine agents 
scattered all over the thick coal district, requesting them to forward me the correct nett 
thickness of getable coal in two or three places in each of the square miles represented 
on the diagram. The replies to these enquiries have brought me 82 measurements, 
the average of which is 8 yards 1 foot 6 inches, This, it should be remembered, is 
from a perfectly independent and disinterested source, and the thickness which I have 
myself taken in 40 different collieries confirms to 2 in. the above 84% yards. Taking, 
then, the mean thickness at 8% yards, this would reduce Mr. Kettle’s estimate still 
further by 7258 tons. Only 7258 tons, gentlemen! I think you will concur with me in 
believing that an average thickness arrived atin the way I have mentioned,‘ fresh 
from the country thie very morning,’ is far more reliable data than an open work ex- 
plored in 1846, a sinking in 1797, or data collected from a purely geological work. Then 
as to the next fact, about which Mr. Kettle very justly adds there can be no disagree- 
ment between us—that an acre contains 4840 square yards, and, perhaps, I may be al- 
lowed to say that I think this about the only point upon which we shall be entirely 
able to agree with Mr. Kettle. 
[4840 square yards by 8% yards=41,140, by 18 cwts. 63 lbs. per cubic yard, or 77 lbs. 

to the cubic foot=38,183 tons avoirdupois. 

Then next as to the overweight, Mr. Kettle puts this at 2880 lbs, avoirdupois fora ton, 
boat weight. I do not, however, think this is sufficient to account for overweight, 
which, under the present system of building big boats, it is impossible to ascertain. 
For the sake of argument, however, I will adopt the same deduction as Mr. Kettle, which 
is equal to 5ewts. 80 lbs. avoirdupose to every ton avoirdupois, although Mr. Kettle, at 
page 13, admits that sometimes 30 cwts. are sold for 20 cwts. The extremely variable 
sizes of boats used in this neighbourhood is a complete bar to any attempt at ascertain- 
ing the weights correctly. The gauge-stick, which was invented to gauge the old 
small and sharp-keeled boats, can no longer be used correctly to ascertain the burden 
of large bluff keeled barges that are made now-a-days, some of them too big to go through 
any canal lock. My estimate of yield is as follows :—

GOVERNMENT INSPECTION OF MINES, 
THE INSPECTORS’ REPORTS. 


The reports of the several Inspectors for 1863 have just been printed, and 
present a very satisfactory account, not only as compared with the pre- 
ceding year, which was unusually disastrous, but also as compared with 
1861. The separate accidents have increased by 19—from 738 in 1862 
to 757 in 1863; but even this latter number is far below that for 1861, when 
the separate accidents were no less than 811. The chief increase has been 
in the accidents in shafts; and the miscellaneous accidents, both under- 
ground and at surface, also show a slight augmentation; the explosions of 
fire-damp and falls have each been less numerous. With respect to the 
deaths resulting from these accidents, the decrease has been from 1133 to 
907—226, so that, even deducting the 204 lost at Hartley in the preceding 
year, there is still a slight diminution. Each accident during 1863 re- 
sulted, on the average, in only 1:2 deaths, whilst in the preceding year 
1‘5 deaths resulted from each separate casualty. We subjoin our usual 
tabulated summary, which will enable the fatality of the several classes of 
accidents to be compared :—

The amount of business transacted during the past month has been very 
large, though principally speculative. ‘The statistical position of the article 
sjill remains very unsatisfactory, and the demand for consumption ex- 
tremely small. At the commencement of the month prices were declin- 
ing, and there appeared every probability of quotations soon reaching 100/. 
The low price, however, attracted attention, and some very large purchases 
of Straits were made on speculation. Weestimate that fully 1000 tons changed hands, 
the principal sellers being the regular importing houses; and as all this tin must have 
been sold at a heavy loss, it proves their opinion of the prospects of the article. These 
operations in our market were not alone opportune for the holders of Straits tin, but more 
particularly for the holders of Banca, who were just beginning to show great anxiety to 
ease themselves of thelr purchases made in the sale, and offered large lots here at 60% fis., 
or a guilder under sales’ prices, The most extraordinary feature in the trade has been 
the predeliction shown for Straits, and operators have actually paid higher prices for it 
than they would for Banca, although it is an undisputed fact that the latter is intrin- 
sically worth fally 2/, per ton over the former. How far the advance in Straits can be 
maintained while the Dutch houses continue selling Banca is a grave question, for the 
reports from Holland, in spite of the large deliveries during the past month, are anything 
but encouraging, which proves that all over the Continent the greatest caution is used in 
the purchase of tin, The deliveries during the past month from stock here have been 
satisfactory, but the landings have fully kept up with them. The principal export de- 
mand has been for France, which bought pretty freely when Straits were at 103/. per 
ton, but since the market has taken an upward course the demand has stopped. Al- 
though our stock has not undergone any change, we have to report the arrival in the 
river of five vessels, with 625tons of Straits, and we have reason to believe that large

From Mr, Witt1am LeLean:—The Zimes of Tuesday has condensed 
into a paragraph the sub of a communication from Capt. Teague, which was pub- 
lished in the .Mining Journal two or three weeks ago, suggesting the introduction of 
public sales of tin in Cornwall, as being the most likely thing to put an end to that sys- 
tem of underselling which is so prejudicial to the mining interest. I give no opinion 
upon this recommendation, or upon its assumed advantages; but I would suggest that 
the representations made of the sad condition of the tin miners and of all who are inte- 
rested in tin mining, in order to make out a case for the introduction of the new system 
of sale, are greatly exaggerated, and calculated to produce much mischief. Capt. Teague’s 
letter, as it appeared in the Journal, was not likely to do harm, for everyone would see 
what his object was, and would overlook the extravagance of his representations; but 
the Times, having taken all his strong and exaggerated representations touching the 
Unprofitableness of tin mining, and having ignored all reference to the object for which 
the letter was written, and giving to these representations all the weight of its own 
authority, is likely to do an evil which Capt. Teague can never wish to see done. Ac- 
cording to the Times, Cornish tin mining will, to a great extent, be abandoned, unless 
& better price for tin can be obtained. At present, not more than half-a-dozen mines in 
the county, it is alleged, leave any profit to the adventurers, although it is estimated 
that 15,000 tons of tin ore are annually raised, representing a value of more than 
1,000,0002, sterling. If the open sales recommended will have the effect of bringing 
larger legitimate profits to the miner, by all means let an effort be made to introduce 
them; but no good—indeed, much harm—-will come of representing operations which 
Produce 1,000,000/. annually as being, with the exception of six mines, wholly un- 
Productive to those whose money is invested in them, What is it that has brought 
about this lamentable change in the productiveness of the Cornish mines? Many families 
have made large fortunes out of them, and many more will do so, for it is ludicrous to 
imagine that people could be found to expend nearly 1,000,0007, a-year, for an indefinite 
Space of time, if no profit were made by the expenditure. But we are not left to imagi- 
nation or to mere probabilities. All who know anything about the mining operations 
and mineral wealth of Cornwall know that the facts are very different to what they are 
Stated to be by the Zimes. I could enumerate, not six, but many more Cornish mines, 
the chief product of which is tin, that have long been, and many of which still are, very 
Profitable to the adventurers.
